The dispatch marked tha first 
Ihorltative dbclo-sure of Rusilaa 
policy on the matKr and disclosed 
a serious split between Ih 
and western nlllefi on the methods 
of restorlngs demecracy In land 
freed from the Oerraana. 

A British note handed the Soviet- 
supported Bulgarian government 
yesterday Eojd flatly that Britain 
would be "unable to recognlw 
democratic any Bulgarian gover 
mtnt formed os result ot the eli 
lions- In that country.

REALISM AND THE JAPS 
Thinking people aro likely to be virtually 
' unanlmoos In their agreement that, If the 
end ot the war In the Pacific L-; to mark thD 
beginning ot an enduring era of peace, the 
allies— and Americans most of all— must be 
completely realistic In their attltudo toward 
Japan. 

They must lace tho fact that not onco 
through all the surrender negotiations was 
there any expression or any action of any 
kind from any responsible Japanese source— 
from the emperor on down— which auggesta 
that the Japs might bo experiencing anything 
akin to repentance for their crimes against 
humanity and civilization. 

If they are sorry at all — and doubtless they 
are— it is not because of what they were at- 
tempting when they struck at Pearl Harbor 
nearly four years ago. Their regrets are not 
because of what they tried to do, but solely 
because they failed in their attempts. 

The Japanese war leadership Is Just as 
treacherous today as It ever wna at any previ- 
ous time- It 1b fully as arrogant, aa demon- 
strated In the various grandiloquent, pomp- 
ous expressions that have come from Hlro- 
hlto. It la Just as ambitious, Just as fanatical 
as It ever waa. 

The most elementary logic compels the be- 
lle! that, given the opportunity and their 
own conviction of a reasonable chance at suc- 
cesa, they would embark once more tomorrow 
on another war of aggression and enslave- 
ment 

A realistic view of the enemy demands full 
recognition of the fact that, even in defeat, 
Japan atlU la potentially a very powerful 
nation. Manpower lo.sscs have been negligi- 
ble. Indeed, It la probable that the population 
ol the home Islands left to Japan la larger 
today than It waa four years ago. That means 
something like 70,000,000 people— Intelligent 
arid Ingenious people who are wholly with- 
out principle In their dealings with other na- 
tions. 

True, It may bo supposed that Japanese In- 
dustry has bean heavily damaged and that 
the enemy has been, or will be, stripped of 
tools ol war. But Industry and all the 
chinos of war can be rebuilt — and it would bo 
the height of foolishness to believe that the 
Japs won't rebuild them If given, or It they 
can contrive, the opportunity. 

American and civlllaation wlU be safe from 
Japan only so long as the Japanese are held 
In restraint. The only way to be sure that the 
Japs won't do harm Is to deprive them of the 
materlala they might use to the harm of 
other people. 

Even in surrender, there Is no trusting the 
Japanese. Presumably the American and al- 
lied leadership Is aware of this fact. Presum- 
ably their actions and policies will bo appro- 
priate to the fact. Otherwise, the Japanese 
peril wUl bo aa great, If not greater, the 
ever was. 

Let us hope that tho peace treaty will not 
become a second Versailles document that 
will gIvB excuse for a future Jap Hitler to 
inflame his people for another war.

end or the war in the Pacific ia to mark the 
bpgJnnJns of an cnaurlns era ot peace, thd 
allies— a,nd /Imcrlcnns most of all— mufit bo 
completely realistic In their attitude toward 
Japan. 

Tliey must face the fact that not once 
through ail the .lurrcnder negotiations waj 
there any CKpresslon or any action of any 
kind from any responsible Japanese source — 
from the emperor on down— which suggests 
that the Japa might be experiencing anything 
akin to repentance for their crimes against 
humanity and civilization. 

If they arc sorry at nU— and doubtless they 
nre — it Is not becau.5e of what they were at- 
tempting when they struck at Pearl Harbor 
nearly lour years ngo. Their regrets are not 
because of what they tried to do, but solely 
'because they failed In their attempts. 

The Japanese war leadership Is Just as 
treacherous today n's It ever wa.^ at any previ- 
ous time- It is fully as arrogant, as demon- 
strated In the various Brandlloquent, pomp- 
ous expressions that have come from Hlro- 
. hlto. It Is Just as ombitlous. Just as fanatical 
It ever was. 

The moat elementary logic compeU the be- 
Jler that, given the opportunity and their 
-,own conviction of a reasonable chance at suc- 
.cess, they would embark once more tomorrow 
on another war of aggression and enslave- 
ment. 

A realistic view of the enemy demands lull 
-recognition ol the fact that, ercn in defeat, 
Japan stUI Is potentially a very powerful 
nation. Manpower losses have been negligi- 
ble. Indeed, It Is probable that the population
